+ Buccess of the Flotation Predicted 
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Exchange’ Situation Gives Amer- 
‘lean Investors an Advantage. 


A group vf local baukers, headed by 
d..P. Morgan & Co. the National, City 
Bank, and the First National Bank, is 
negotiating with the British Treasury 
authorities for the flotation in this 
country of $100,000,000 of the new British 
War loan. It was learned yesterday 
that “‘ conversations’ to this end had 
been conducted by cable for several 
days, and that the long-expected British 
credit here would be established through 
the sale of war bonds. While $100,000,000 
ig the amount so far mentioned, it 1s 
learned that the offering will comprise 
@ substantially greater total if the 
bonds are well received by institutions 
and individual investors. 

Bankers who have studied invest- 
ment conditions throughout the United 
States said yesterday that they had 
small doubt that the British bonds 
would have an excellent reception. Evi- 
dence in support of this belief was being 
presented, it was said, in the many in- 
quiries about the bonds that had been 


received from banks and trust compa- 
nies of major cities, and also in the 


“number of buying orders that local in- 


stitutions ‘had already had from cus- 
tomers.

To offset this handicap, it is

ROTTERDAM, July 2, (Dispatch to 
The London Daily Mail.) —News reaches 
me that’ the>Germans intend to resume 
the .offensive in the west ‘shortly . on 
a gigantic scale, and are now making 
thorough ‘ preparations to -concentrate 
men. and guns in enormous force on a 
point on the Allies’ left wing. From 
Austria and all over Germany guns 
are being concentrated at various points 
for the journey west. Enormous quan- 
tities of ammunition have been stored 
at Lille and at other places behind the 
firing line. 

Guns will be massed not in-tens, but 
in hundreds, and the fire will be con- 
centrated at one selected point. When 
(if the plans. succeed) the defense has 
been paralyzed, hordes of infantry will 
dash through the breach. These tactics 
will be repeated until the enemy achieves 
his object.’ ‘

FRANCE TO APPEAL 
\ -FOR HOARDED GOLD 


Will Ask Citizens to Exchange 
It for Notes—Private Stock 
Is Over a Billion. 





PARIS, July 2.—The private stock of 
gold in France has been unofficially es- i 
timated at from 5,000,000,000 to 7,000,- 
000,000 francs, ($1,000,000,000 to $1,400,- 
006,000.) 

The Government has esehded to invite 
the citizens of France to exchange thelr 
gold fcr notes, and to that end Finance 
Minister Ribot has addressed a letter to 
the Bank of France, suggesting that 
special counters be set aside in the bank 
in Paris and its branches throughout the 
country for the receiving of gold from 
citizens who desire in this way to ren- 
der seryice spontaneously to Yay na- 
tional defense. 3

TWO INDIAN FANATICS 
KILL THEIR O1 OFFICERS 


Murderers as Four Shot 
Death by Their Loyal 
Comrades. 


LONDON, July 2.—The killing of a 
Major, a Captain, a Lieutenant, and a 
bombardier and the wounding of a Cap- 
tain and a Sergéant, all of the Eighth 
Indian Cavalry, by two fanatical Mo- 
hammedans, who subsequently were 
shot to death, was announced tonight 
by the British Official Press Bureau. 
The statement follows: 

‘“‘A lamentable tragedy occurred in the 
Eighth Cavalry of the Indian Army 
stationed at Jhansi, (in the united Prov- 
inces of Agra and Oudh, British India.) 
Two Mahommedan soldiers ran amuck 
in the lines, shooting and killing Major 
M. H. L. Gale and cutting down Lieu- 
tenant Courtenay, who since has died of 
his wounds.

BOMB EXPLODED 


IN THE CAPITOL 


Reception Room in the Senate 
Wing Damaged by Mysteri- 
ous Blast Near Midnight. 


WRECKS PHONE BOOTHS 


Blows Out Windows and Injures 
Walls, but Apparently Does Not 
Injure Structure of Building.

NO’ TRACE OF EXPLOSIVE 


Investigation Was in Progress by 
Capitol Superintendent Early 
This Morning. 


WASHINGTON, Saturday, July 3.— 
A tremendous explosion, believed to 
have: been caused by some kind of 
bomb or.infernal machine, wrecked the 
east reception, room on the main floor 


of the ‘Senate wing of the Capitol 


Building just before midnight last 
night. No one was injured. 

Officials thought that the explosive 
was placed there by a crank, who de- 
Visitors 
were allowed in the room during the 
day, and a timed machine might have 
been left without attracting attention. 

Part of the plastering of the ceiling 
and side walls of the room was shaken 
down, 2 huge mirror and a crystal cnan- 
delier were shattered, and the doors were 
blown open. One of the doors, which 
led intg the office of the Vice President, 
is said not to have been opened in forty 
years. 

Superintendent Woods of the Capitol 
Building, summoned by watchmen, made 
a hurried investigation, then telephoned 
for an expert on explosives. Until he 
has reported no official statement con- 
cerning the incident will be made. 

One of the officials said early this 


morning: 
‘“‘If it was a bomb, it was evidently 
placed by some crank to create a sensa- 


tion. If he really wanted to wreck the 
building there were many better ways 
et placing the bomb to do damage. 

_“ After an investigation of. the most 
careful-character we are absolutely at 
& 1088 to explain the cause of the ex: 
plosion. Nobody knows what caused 
it. There is nothing to indicate that 
it was spontaneous combustion, as there 
was nothing in the vicinity to explode 
of which we have any knowledge. The 
reception hall was not littered with any 
material, but was neat and clean pees 
the explosion occurred. 

“The explosion occurred at the north 
end of the east reception room ‘on the 
main floor of the Senate wing, either in 
or near the telephone booths. 

“It could not have. been caused ‘by 
illuminating gas. There is no illumi- 
nating gas in the building. 
> ‘The explosion caused about $600 
damage to the reception room, but 
otherwise the room was not, harmed. 
Fragments of glass damaged the 
frescoes on the sides and ceiling of the 
reom, but to no considerable extent. 
There was no evidence that the electric 
wiring was out of kilter, for the electric 
lights of he mein chandelier of the 
reception room were still burning after 
the explosion.”’ 

Another official said: 

‘“‘The suspicion grows that the explo- 
sion was intentional. If it was, and the 
purpose was to wreck the Capitol, the 
purposes of the person who caused ‘the 
explosion failed absolutely. A most care- 


ful éxamination has been made in a pre- | 


liminary way, and we are certain that 
there has been no structural damage to 
that part of the cone The damage is 
superficial.” 

There were not lacking some persons 
who suggested that the explosion 
might have been caused by a person 
desiring to demonstrate his disapproval 
of some of the policies of the Admin- 
istration. 

It was apparent that. there was no 
intent to cause loss of life, as it was 
generally known that the room was 
empty at night. 

_No fragments of any bomb were 
found, and no other fragments than 
those of the débris from the telephone 
booths an scattered glass. 

A strong odor permeated ‘the building, 
but none seemed able to tell just what 
it was. 

Soon after the explosion the police 
were notified, but efforts were. made 
to make it appear that it was caused 
by spontaneous combustion, in order to 
minimize the matter until a careful in- 
vestigation could be made and the facts 
ascertained. This investigation was be- 
gun by Superinterdent Woods, who di- 
rected that no person be allowed to 
‘leave or enter the building without spe- 
cial permission.

Martin T..Manton, counsel for Charles 
Becker, said ‘yesterday that the present 
indication was that Governor Whitman 
would. not “make any further ‘investiga- 
tion into Becker's case.

Thursday he ‘had brought up’the matter.

Six men were mentioned during his 
talk with the Governor, he admitted, 
but he declined to tell who they were. 


If all attempts to save Becker failed, 
Mr. Manton said, Becker would. prob- 
ably make a statement. : 

‘* Becker feels that if he is to die he 
wants to do something. to prevent the 
same thing ever happening to oCnene, 
Mr. Manton asserted. 

Becker's final effort to escape the 
electric chair, which is to be an appli- 
cation to the United States Supreme 
Court for a writ of error, will be made 
early next week, according to Mr. Man- 
ton. W. Bourke Cockran, Mr. Man- 
ton’s partner, will be in charge of all 
future proceedings in Becker's behalf. 

Three points will be urged by Mr. 
Cockran in his contention that Becker's 
constitutional rights were invaded, They 
are: First, that certain newspaper stor- 
ies, printed just before Becker's second 
trial, prejudiced the jury; secondly, that 
Justice Seabury denied the motion for a 
change of vehue without a hearing and, 
thirdly, that, because of Governor Whit- 
man’s position, first as. prosecutor and 
then-as Governor, Becker was deprived 
oc his ‘ constit 
impartial Executive déal finally with. ‘the 
case.

was destroyed. 

The Caucasian met her fate southwest 
of Lizard Head, on the coast of Corn- 
wall, on Thursday morning. While en- 
gaged in picking up the Caucasian’s 
crew. the Inglemoor fell a victim to the 
same submarine. 

The Caucasian, when the, submarine 
opened fire, put on full steam in an en- 
deavor to escape: Not unti] the steamer 
was struck by several shots, one of 
which demolished the wheel, did her 
Captain surrender. The crew of the 
steamer took to the boats. The subma- 
rine hauled alongside and fired eight 
shells into the vessel. A dog belonging 
to the Captain of the Caucasian jumped 
overboard, and the Captain plunged from 
one of the boats into the rough sea and 
rescued his pet. 

A few hours afterward the Inglemoor 
appeared on the scene and started pick- 
ing up the Caucasian’s boats. The In- 
glemoor had taken the occupants of the 
small boats on board when the suhma- 
rine emerged and opened fire on her. 
Escape being hopeless, the crew took to 
the. boats, and the submarine then tor- 
pedoed and sank the Inglemoor, subse- 
quently returning to the Caucasian; 
which was still floating, and serding her 
to the bottom. 

The crew of the Inglemoor and a part 
of the crew of the Caucasian were land- 
ed at Penzance, but one of the Caucas- 
ian’s boats, with nineteen men in her, 
was being rowed toward France when 
last sighted. The Welbury's crew is 
safe, and that of the L. C. Tower has 
landed at Queenstown. 

The Caucasian sailed from London 
June 28, bound for Jacksonville, Fla 

The steamers Inglemoor and Caucasian 
were sunk by the U-39. This was the 
craft that torpedoed and sank the steam- 
ship Lusitania.

on learning that the steamer carried a 
cargo of sugar, After the ship left Cuba 
it was discovered that some one had 
painted inside the vessel’s forehold the 
words:

“NATIONAL REGISTRY” DEAD. 


British Expect Long’s Labor Bill to 
be Quietly Buried. 


Special Cable to THE NEW YORK TIMES 

LONDON, July 2.—In well-informed 
political circles there is a growing im- 
pression that the National Registry bill 
introduced by Walter Long, President 
of the Local Government Board, will be 
quietly and decently interred in the 
course of the coming Parliamentary dis- 
cussion. The proposed measure from 
the outset has been regarded askance 
by a certain section of the Liberals as 
introducing the thin end of the wedge 
for conscription. 

The- opposition to the bill will: not, 
howevér, be waged on this ground, but 
on the question whether the measure 
ean be of practical utility in a war 
crisis. Before all the information which 
the bill—which calls for the putting of 

uestions to every man and woman in 

e United Kingdom between the ages 
of 15 and 65—is designed to collect could 
be classified and collated to any usefui 
purpose, it is argued, the war will be 
over, even if it should last much longer 
than Lord Kichener’s three years. The 
expense of making the proposed sup- 
plementary census would be great, and 
it is contended that the labor it would 
entail could be applied to much better 
purpose. . 

It is noteworthy that the chief sup- 
port of the bill comes from the advo- 
cates of conscription. Many Members 
of Parliament who are prepared to wel- 
come any steps to increase the national 
efficiency* in carrying on the war are 
determined to oppose certain features 
of the bill, such as that requiring noti- 
fication of a change of address, which 
has already been dubled ‘‘ the ticket-of- 
leave clause,’’ because it is similar to 
the methods by which convicts released 
on good behavior are kept under police 
surveillance. 


Germans Open Swedish Mail. 

LONDON, July 2.—Letters have been 
turned over to the Foreign Office show- 
ing, it is announced, that first-class mail 
on board the Swedish ship Bjoern, which 
was seized in the North Sea and taken 
into a German port, had been opened by 
the German censor. It is expected that 
Sweden will protest to the German Gov- 
ernment. . 


ACTORS’ SUBMARINE PERIL. 


Fear of Atlantic Trip Offered as 
Defense in a London Court.

LONDON, July 2.—The torpedoing of 
the Lusitania and American actors’ 
alleged fear of. the Atlantic voyage since 
that disaster occurred were mentioned 
in the Chancery Division today as 
reasons why a play could not be pro- 
duced in London before Oct. 31. 

The Judge had before him a motion »y 
John and Rocco Gatti, the proprietors 
of the Vaudeville Theatre, for an order 
directing the owner of the English rights 
to deliver to them the manuscript of the 
American play entitled ‘‘ Kick In’”’ so 
that copies might be made. 

On the plaintiffs’ behalf. counsel said 
that the defendant had the right to 
produce the play in England, and that 
the partnership agreement said the 
plaintiffs should pay the defendant half 
the sum he paid the original owner, A. 
H. Woods of New ‘York, the profits and 
expenses to be divided. The defendants’ 
agreement with Mr. Woods was that he 
should produce the play here not later 
than May 1. He paid Woods $2,500 for 
the rights, and the time for its first 
production was extended to Oct. 31’ on 
payment to Woods of $500. Of the $3,000 
the plaintiffs had provided half, and the 
arrangement was that the play should 
be produced Aug, 20. : 

The defendant, counsel said, now re- 
fused te carry out this arrangement or 
let the plaintiffs make copies of the 
play, and the reAson he gave was that 
the torpedoing of the Lusitania had pro- 
duced such a state of alarm im the the- 
atrical profession in America that it 
would not be _ possible to persuade 
American actors to cross the Atlantic 
by the time the play was to be produced. 

“But,” said the plaintiffs’ counsel, 
‘‘that seems to pe an imputation on the 
courage of American actors.”’ 

Counsel for the defendant did not agree 
that Aug. 20 should be the date of pro- 
duction. However, he was prepared to 
offer the plaintiffs a oOpy of the play. 
This offer the plaintiffs’ counsel ac- 
cepted and the Judge said no order was 
necessary.

Asked his opinion on the employment 
of asphyxiating gas, Sir William said: 

‘“*On the whole, I am against its use 
by the Allies. The Germans have gone 
to the devil to help them. I don’t like 
to think that we with our just cause 
should go to the same source for as- 
sistance, but I can see the justice of 
arguments in favor of employing gas. 
We in England, I: believe, have now 
made our preparations in this respect 
and it rests with the authorities t6 de- 
cide whether our troops should be sup- 
plied with such a weapon. If it is pee- 
sible, I shoula like to win with clean 
hands. ; 

‘““We must destroy the Germans. 
There can be no other end for civilized 
mankind. I take it the German Empire 
will fall into its original parts. It will 
be left with no power of attack; it will 
never again be an organized machine 
for world mastery.”’ 

Mr. Begbie, referring to Sir William’s 
wonderful vigor and intellectuality at 
the age of 85, says Sir William told him 
he was conscious in himself of no 
change of taculty during the last thirty 
or forty years. He can work as hard, 
see as well, hear as well, bear fatigue 
as well, and is just as interested in life 
now as he was then. Indeed, he is in- 
clined to doubt whether he was aware 
in himself of any physical inhibition for 
more years than this. 

‘“‘T feel,’’ he said, ‘‘ very much as I 
felt when 35 years old.”

NEW TELEPHONE IN WAR. 


British Have Taken Delange’s In- 
vention for Use on Land and Sea. 


The new variety of telephone receiver 
invented by Pierre Delange, a Dutch 
engineer now in London, is being tested 
out by the British Admiralty with a 
view to installing it on battleships, and 
is already being used in the field by the 
British War ffice, according to in- 
formation brought here yesterday from 
London. 

Delange’s invention,;; which was de- 
scribed in a cable message to THE 
TIMES on June 7, is said to do away 
completely with rattling and buzzing 
sounds caused by strong vibration in 
telephone receivers of the type in gen- 
eral use, and the new receiver is so 
sensitive that it transmits whispers. 
Due to this‘latter quality, it is reported, 
Scotland Yard has decided to adopt the 
new receiver on a comprehensive scale. 

The ,Delange receiver is minute in 
comparison with present telephone re- 
ceivers, and can be readily carried in 
the pocket, which makes it of excep- 
tional value for field operations. In- 
stead of the diaphragm used in the or- 
dinary receiver, Delange makes use of 
a thin platinum wire in the air cham- 
ber of the instrument. He has named 
the instrument the “ thermophone,” and 
it is expected to bring the telephone into 
more general use throughout England, 
where adoption of the instruments now 
in use has been slower than in Amer-) 
ica. The instrument is also ‘expected to 
facilitate reducing wireless telephony to 
a practicable basis for general use.

I am assured on expert authority 
that it is extremely unsatisfactory and 
that a clean aseptic wound is a rare 
occurrence. It is important to avoid 
exaggeration in this matter and I have 
no wish to play the part of an alarmist, 
but the-.evidence which I have had put 
before me warrants the demand that an 
official: parliamentary request should be 
made to the hospitals for detailed state- 
ments of their experience on this vital 
point. The. replies will not make 
_pleasant reading, but it will show us 
where we are and it will point.with a 
deadly finger to what is wrong.

French Deputy’s Plan to Increase 
Aid to Soldiers’ Families.

PARIS, July 2.—A monthly tax on all 
Frenchmen of military age not definitely 
incorporated in the service of the coun- 
try is sugpesves. Pierre Rameil, Deputy 
for the Eastern Pyrenes, -has just in- 
troduced a proposal in Parliament that 
all such citizens pay three francs per 
head monthly plus a 20 per cent. addi- 
tion to their ordinary direct State taxes.

GREAT SHIFT IN MEAT TRADE

Importations Are Much Heavier, 


but the Amounts Sent Abroad 
Ate Swollen to Huge Figures. 


WASHINGTON, July 2.—The large 
share of the United States in- feeding 
the world during the European war 
was disclosed today in statistics of the 
Department of Commerce. Foodstuffs 
valued at $724,000,000 were exported 
during the eleven months ended May 
31. This was the. principal factor’ in 
the nation’s billion dollar foreign trade! 
balance. The total exports of food for 
the same eleven months a year~ ago 
were $443,000,000. : 

Wheat formed the largest item in 
foodstuffs sent abroad. In all 249,576,- 
000 bushels were exported, an increase 
of 164,000,000 bushels. It was valued at 
$319,961,000, an. increase of  $239,188,000 
over-the previous year. ‘t 

Oats valued at  $51,669,000- were. 
shipped, an increase of $51,028,000. 

Flour- showed the. next largest in- 
creasé, with a value of $87,650,000, or 
$37,638,000 more than in the previous 
period of 1913-14. Almost 5,000,000 more 
barrels were sent this year, the total 
being 15,077,000. 

Corn exports were valued at $34,542,- 
000, an increase of $28,551,000. There

Lard-exports amounted to 
441,702,000 pounds, valued at $48,917,000, 
a small increase. 

The shifting phases of the meat trade 
since the passage of the Tariff act, 
placing meats on the free list, has 
caused -some unexpected results. The | 
United States is now importing large} 
quantities of meats from Argentina and | 
exporting unprecedented quantities to 
Europe. l 

Under the conditions of a year. and| 
a half ago, the foreign meat trade had 
fallen to a low point. American capital 
in Argentina seemed likely to transfer 
the trade entirély to that country, and, 
with the construction of large packing 
houses and the building up of vast cat- 
tle ranches at the same time that the 
large grazing areas of the United States 
had passed under the control of farmers 
supplied with irrigating facilities, Amer- 
ican Supremacy in the meat trade 
seemed about to pass. 

Following the putting of meats on the 
free list, the importation of meat as- 
sumed large proportions. During the 
ten months ended April 30 the United 
States imported from Argentina 112,- 
000,000 pounds of fresh meat ‘and from 
Canada, Uruguay, and Australia 10,-: 

, to ,000, pounds. The total 








imports were three times the value of 
those for a like period two years ago 
and seven times those of the fiscal year 
1905, 


A statement issued by the Department 
of Commerce today points out, however, 
that the United States. stil- exports far 
more meats than it imports, for although 
there have been record-breaking arri- 
vals in the last two years, exports have 
been even larger. 

‘ Huge Fresh Meat Shipments. 

While the imports have consisted chief- 
ly of beef and mutton in the primary | 
stages of preparation, the exports have! 
included considerable quantities of ba-j; 
con, hams, lard, canned and preserved | 
meats, and other meat products. In 
fresh beef there is a large movement, 
both into and out of the country. The 
large outward movement is a, develop-— 
ment of recent months. Over 25,000,000 
pounds of fresh beef were exported in 
April. More than 100,000,000 pounds 
were sent abroad in the period from 
Aug. 1, 1914, when the European war, 
began, to the end of April, 1915. 

For the ten months ended with April 
30, 1915, the :mports and exports were 
65,000,000 and 102,000,000 pounds, respect- 
ively, valued at 94% cents a pound for 
the imports, and 12% cents a pound for 
the exports, 
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IRELAND HAS SENT

Redmond Gives the Figures and 
Says 24,000 Are Enrolled

LONDON, July 2.—John E. Redmond, 
leader of the Irish Nationalist Party, 
speaking at Dublin on Thursday night, 
said that up to June 16, 120,741 Irish- 
men from Ireland had joined the army, 
according to a report of the speech, 
made. by The Freeman’s Journal, which 
reached London late today. Mr. Red- 
mond said that of those who had -en- 
listed upward of 70,000 were Catholics, 


and some 24,000 were enrolled members 
of. the Irish National Volunteers.

Government Satisfied with Manu- 
facturers’ Explanation. 


WASHINGTON, July 2.—Investigation 
by the Department of Commerce of an 
advertisement by a Cleveland (Ohio) 
manufacturing company of a machine 
for making acid bombs was brought to 
a close today, and Acting Secretary 
Sweet announced that no further action 
was contemplated by the department.

shots to shrapnel, represents an im- 
portant evolution in the development of 
marine warfare. Such a craft has the 
equipment to enable her to visit and 
search a passing merchantman, and to 
provide for the safe removal of officers, 
crew or passengers from a challenged 
steamer, before the destruction of the 
vessel. It is only necessary for such a 
submarine to fire her torpedoes as a 
last resort for the destruction of the 
steamer. With her exterior guns a 
submarine like the U 38, upon meeting 
a merchant vessel, may fire one or more 
warning shots, as Captain Trickey of 
the Armenian says the U 38 did. The 
raider, he said, fired two warning shots, 
and when he turned away from her and 
put on speed, the submarine’s guns 
opened fire on him with shrapnel. 

It was asserted in a high official circle 
today that it was not necessary, under 
accepted rules-of international law, for 
the commander of a or to .serve 
notice by. megaphoné, or word of mouth, 
in order to compel a passing merchant- 
man to stop for visit and search. The 
‘warning shot fired by the war vessel 
is sufficient notice for the merchantman 
to stop. The practice is to fire first 
a blank shot, and, if the steamer fails 
to heed this notification, the warship 
may fire a solid shot across the bows 
ot the steamer. The idea of these two 
preliminary shots is to assure the com- 
mander of the merchant vessel that the 
warship means business. If the 
merchant captain fails, or refuses to 

the two’preliminary shots, then 
the warship may aim her shots at the 
steamer and. fire just as many as are 
necessary to overhaul the escaping mer- 
chant ship to compel her surrender.

Should the enemy 
nationality of the vessel or the pres- 
ence of contraband be ascertained the 
submarine would proceed in accord- 
ance with the general rules of inter- 
national law. As provided in the 
American note, thts restriction of the 
use of submarines is contingent on the 
fact that enemy mercantile abstain 
from the use of the neutral flags and 
other neutral distinctive marks. It 
would appear to be a matter of course 
that guch mercantile also abstain from 
arming themselves and from all re- 
sistance by force, since such procedure 
contrary to international law would 
render impossible any action of the 
submarines in accordsnce with inter- 
national law. 


Chance for an Agreement. 


In the noté of May 28 the German 
Government, replying preliminarily to 
the first Lusitania - ote said: 

‘The Imperial Government * * *. be- 
lieves that it should recall here that it 
took note with satisfaction of the pro- 
posals of good offices submitted by the 
American Government in Berlin and 
London with a view to paving the way 
for a modus vivendi for the conduct of 


maritime war between Germany and 
Great Britain. The Imperial Govern- 
ment furnished at that time ample evi- 
dence of its good will by its willingness 
to’ consider these proposals. The reali- 
zation of these proposals failed, as is 
known, on account of their rejection by 
tne Government of Great Britain.’’ 

In his note of June 9 President Wil- 
son paved the wa: for a counter pro- 
osal from Germany, such as may now 
e made on the basis.of the lessons de- 
rived from the near of the Armenian 
to escape from the U-38.- After observ- 
ing that the German note of May 28 
closed with the intimation that Germany 
was willing +o accept the good offices 
of the United States in an attempt to 
come to an. understanding with t 
Britain by which the character and con- 
ditions of the war upon the sea might 
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be changed, thé .j.merican note of June 
9 said: . 


The Government of the United States 
would consider it «’ privilege thus to 
serve its friends and the world. It 
stands ready at any time to convey to 
either Government any intimation or 
suggestion the othe: may be willing to 
have it convey, and cordially invites 
the. Imperial German Government to 
make use of its services in this way at 
its convenience. The whole world is 
concerned in anything that may bring 
about even a partial accommodation 
of interest or in any way mitigate the 
terrors of the present dis‘ressing con- 
flict. ; 

If the German Government. should 
agree to adhere to the rule of visit and 
search, and should merchant. cap- 
tains be advised by the allied Govern- 
ments to halt when summoned by sub- 
marines, and not to indulge i forcible 
resistance or continued efforts to escape, 
such a suggestion, undoubtedly, would 
be submitted to the allied Governments 
by the United States, regardless of 
whether the German Government takes 
advantage of the Armenian incident as 
the basis for a suggestion or counter- 
proposal, it is believed here that the 
Armenian affair can be made the basis 
of a proposal or suggestion ‘by the 
United States to the belligerents that 
in every case German subnitarines can 
follow the course pursued by the Captain 
of the U-38, and give lawful warning 
to merchant ships. . 

The U-38 may have been capable of

tioned, can be done in like time. 

The«gun itself, together with its mech- 
anism, is made of a practically non- 
rusting nickel steel, so that no harm 
comes to it when the vessel is running 
submerged, .

ligerent who causes a certain amount of 
inconvenience to shipowners and ex-

“The circumstances of this last das- 
tardly performance of the pirate squad- 
ron must be disconcerting. There is a 
culiar insolence in this display of 
rightfulness while the American demand 
for redress is still unanswered. It is 
not for us to frame a policy for the Uni- 
ted States, and we can sympathize with 
the desire of American statesmen to 
keep their country outside the radius of 
our unhagey European conflict. But. 
this latest exhibition of Teutonic ar- 
rogancé seems adapted, if it is not in- 
deed cynically intended, to stretch their 
forbearance to the breaking point.”’ 


ARMENIAN’S CREW BRAVE. 
Capt. Trickey Praises the Conduct 
of His Men Under Fire.

terview here today Captain James 
Trickey of the steamer Armenian said: 

“*I had a crew numbering 162 men. 
They were of mixed natienalities, al- 
though the majority were American 
citizens. I wish to pay a tribute to them 
for the way they obeyed orders while 
shells were flying all tbout them. They 
were coo: and courageous and were en- 
thusiastic in making a dash for it. The 
officers, efigineers, sailors; and firemen 
stuck to their posts to the last, especial- 
ly two firemen, although they were in 
imminent danger all the time. No crew 
could have behaved more bravely. Their 
coolness under fire was admirable and 
worthy of all recognition. 

‘“*I daresay between forty and fifty 
shells struck’ the ship. Among the 
drowned was-Dr. Vivo. the ship’s doctor, 
who came on board at Newport News.” 

One of the sailors drowned was on the 
Lusitania when she was torpedoed. An 
Arab on boatd died of fright and another 
committed suicide in terror.

Say Armenian Sinking Is the Real 
German Answer to Our Notes.

PARIS, July 3.—The recrudescence of 
German submarine activity, culminating 
in the sinking of the Armenian, is re- 
garded here as proof that von Tirpitz 
has defeated Bethmann-Hollweg. This 
confirms the French impression that the 
Germans were merely trying to gain 
time in the controversy with America 
and never intended to abandon their 
submarine warfare. 

Le Temps says: 

“The Armenian exploit is a literal 
‘challenge to America on the very eve 
of the proposed compromise announced 
in the German press. German diplo- 
macy cannot obtain the abandonment of 
submarine attacks, and is reduced to try 
to shirk the question by  expedients 
which only America’s desire to avoid a 
rupture render acceptable. The Ar- 
menian affair must convince President 
Wilson of the necessity of insisting on 
the question of principle. Its imm te 
consequence. probably will be that 
America will refuse further to consider 
hypocritical proposals and will stand

PORFIRIO DIAZ DIES 
AN EXILE IN PARIS} 


Ruler of: Mexico for 30 Years 
Passes Away Quietly in Modest 
Apartment Where He Lived. 


NO -FRIENDS AT BEDSIDE 


Wife, Son, and Daughter-in-Law His 
Only Companione—Notable Ca- 
‘reer of the Former President.

PARIS, July 2.—General Porfirio Diaz, 
former President of Mexico, died at 7 
o’clock tonight. 

General Diaz’s wife, Sefiora Carmen 
Romero Rubio Diaz, and their son, Por- 
firio Diaz, Jr., and the latter’s wife were 
at the bedside when the end came. 

General Diaz began to fail rapidly 
about three weeks ago, .and while his 
death was not unexpected, owing to his 
advanced age (he was nearly 85 years 
old) and his recefit failing health, the 
crisis came suddenly this afternoon. Por- 
firio Diaz, Ir., and his wife were hastily 
summoned, and arrived at the bedside 
only a few moments before the end. 

Colonel Diaz, in announcing the death 
of his father, said that he was unable to 
state the nature of the malady, but ex- 
pressed the opinion that a complication 
of diseases due to advanced age was the 
cause. 

Two tragic circumstances marked the 
death of the exiled ruler. Owing to the 
troubled state in Mexico, it has been 
judged impossible to send the body home 
with all the ceremony which would have 
befitted one of the greatest figures in 
Mexican history, .and further, Colonel 
Perfirio Diaz, Jr., has tried in vain. to 
inform his sisters, Sefiora Ignacio de la 
Torre and Sefiora Rincon Gallardo, who 
are now in Mexico, of the death of their 
father. 

Alone in Last Days. 


Not less tragic, perhaps, is the fact 
that not one of those whom General Diaz 
raised up to be his assistants in govern- 
ing Mexico and who prospered and grew 
rich in the shadow of his greatness was 
with him when he died. José Yves Li- 
mantour, former Mexican Minister of 
Finance, is in London; Francisco de la 
Barra, former Provisional President of 
Mexico and holder of other important po- 
sitions, including the Ambassadorship to 
the United States, and Guillermo Landa 
y ndon, former Governor of the Fed- 
eral District in Mexico, are in Biarritz. 
Scarcely- any one outside the family knew 
of the seriousness of General Diaz’s ill- 
ness or that he was in Paris. 

The end seems to have been brought 
about by failure of the heart, which was 
w ened by a sévere attack of grip last 
year. This illness also left the aged 
exile almost blind. Nevertheless, he was 
accustomed to walk out daily during the 
past Spring in the Bois de Boulogne 
which he loved because it resembled 
Chapultepec Park in. Mexico City. C) 
had been tg to go to Biarritz short- 
ly, but his illness prevented this. 

eneral Diaz lived here in the greatest 
simplicity, occupying a modest apart- 
ment, in striking contrast to the great 
houses and retinue of servants main- 
tained by some of his friends who left 
Mexico with him. 

No decision has yet been made concern- 
ing the final disposition of the body or 
the. date of the funeral. 


Diaz Five Years Ago. 
The eightieth birthday of Porfirio 


Diaz, whith “pe celebrated. on_ Sept. 
15, 1210, found him, despite the discon- 
tent which was already showing itself 
in Mexico, one of the strongest and 
most respected rulers in the world. At 
that time he was ranked as one of the 
three or four greatest men of the nine- 
teenth century, and he was credited 
with having rescued Mexico from an- 
archy and semi-barbarism ahd having 
made her one of the powerful, prosper- 
ous, and progressive nations of her 


time. 

The last four years have seen the 
ruin of much that Diaz did for Mexico, 
and the country of which he was the 
President for thirty-one years is now 
in far worse case than she ever was 
before. How much of this is due to 
the spread of material preapority and 
education which Diaz made possible and 
how. much to the radical tendencies 
which he stifled is something on which 
Mexicans and foreign experts on Mex- 
ico cannot agree. 

But if the work of Diaz the statesman 
has ben marred, there remains Diaz the 
adventurer and Diaz the soldier. Born 
in a god family of .reduced circum- 
stances, with one-eighth of Indian blood 
to stiffen his Spanish ancestry, he stud- 
ied for the priesthood, then became a 
professor of law, turned revolutionist 
at the age of twenty-four, when one of 
Mexico’s succession of dictators became 
too threatening, then was a soldier, a 
romantic adventurer who esca from 
prison six times, and who had the ca- 
pacity for raising an army overnight 
and winning battles with arms captured 
from the enemy, and finally became a 
brilliant scientific general and a leader 
of the party of political reform. He was 
President of Mexico at the age of forty- 
six, and could havé had the office ht 
years earlier if he had been willing 
openly to oppose Benito Juarez, who had 
saved the republic from the nch. 

Diaz was born in 1830 in Oaxaca, a 
region noted for the production of rad- 
ical leaders. His father, an innkeeper, 
died when he was three years old, and 
he was educated under the patronage 
of the Bishop of Oaxaca, who tried 
without success to turn him toward the 
church. At the age of seventeen he en- 
listed for the war against the United 
States, but had no chance to see much 
fighting. Then he went back to Oaxaca 
and was a professor.in the Law Institute 
there when in 1854 the. radicals under 
Alvarez rose against Santa Afia. Diaz 
oined them, was proscribed, and began 
is career as & soldier. Santa Afia was 
driven out, and then the radicals started 
@ crusade against the Church, which at 
that time had overwhelming power. 
Their leader was Benito Juarez, ac- 
claimed the greatest of Mexicans before 
Diaz. In the great war of the Reform 
lasting from 1855 to 1861, Diaz gained 
in reputation and proved himself a gen- 
eral of extraordinary ability, winning 
enormous popular favor in the southern 
states, and finally being made a general 
in 1861, after he had commanded the 
troops which saved the capital and the 
liberal Congress trom Capture by the 
clericals. 


Checks the French Invaders. 


But no sooner had the clerical con- 


servatives: been reduced to the status of 
guerilla bands than the foreign situation 
became acute. Spain, France and Eng- 
land had legitimate grievances against 
the Juarez government on account of the 
repudiation of securities, and when their 
joint armaments landed at Vera Cruz 
late in 1861 Napoleon III. saw an oppor- 
tunity for canting. his imperialist 
schemes. Spain and England withdrew, 
thanks to the scruples of General Prim, 
when it became evident that Napoleon 
was bent on conquest; but the French 
remained at’ Vera Cruz and Orizaba, and 
in the Spring of 1862 a French army ad- 
vanced on Puebla. Diaz met and routed 
them in front of the city on the 5th of 
May, and for nearly a year the foreign 
invasion was stopped. Then General 
Forey came back with irresistible num- 
bers; Diaz, still commanding in Puebla, 
was besieged and forced to surrender 
after desperate fighting, and the cap- 
ture of Mexico City and the installation 
of the puppet Emperor Maximilian soon 


‘ollowed. 

In this crisis Mexican liberty was car- 
ried on the shoulders of two men—Presi- 
dent Juarez, retreating slowly, with con- 
stant fighting, toward the north, and 
finally establishing his capital just 
across the river from Paso in the 
city then called Paso del Norte, which 
has since been given his name; and Por- 
firio Diaz, who refused to give a parole 
with his subordinate officers when 
Puebla surrendered, and presently es- 
caped, and after a series of adventures 
made his way back to Oaxaca. Here he 
used his personal influence and patridtic 
seoling to raise an army which gave the 
French a great deal of trouble, and 
finally’ Marshal B 6 went against 
him with a force three times as large as 
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Former President of Mexico, Who Died in Paris. 





joan and captured Oaxaca in February, 


Again Diaz refused to t gh his parole, 
and before long he had escap once 
more, and after another succession of 
incredible adventures broke out into the 
open, raised another army, and main- 
tained guerrilla warfare until the United 
States at the close of the civil war 
forced Napoleon to withdraw his army 
and leave Maximilian to depend on Aus- 
trian and Belgian volunteers and the 
Mexican clericals. Diaz rapidly gained 
in power in the south and east from 
that time on, as Juarez did in the north, 
and Maximilian was caught between the 
upper and nether millstones. On April 
2, 1867, Diaz captured Puebla, the scene 
of some of the greatest of his former 
battles, and then he repulsed an Impe- 
rialist army advancing trom Mexico. 
City, and- captured the capital on June 
21,,two days after Maximilian had sur- 
rendered at Queretaro. 


Winning the Presidency. 


After the war Diaz wanted no honors, 
and was with difficulty persuaded to 
take part in the reorganization of the 
army,- He retired to La Noria, the es- 
tate near Oaxaca which had been given 
him by the people of that Stete, and 
hére he lived with his young wife, while 
Juarez, the champion of Radicalism. 
became more and more conservative as 
he ‘lost heart in his later years, and 
surrounded himself with reactionary 
advisers. In 1872 Diaz and Lerdo de 
Tejada came out as radical candidates 
against Juarez, who was ranked as a 
moderate liberal at that time; but 
though there was considerable disorder 
the death of Juarez prevented Diaz 
from poring out in open revolt against 
his-old. chief, and Lerdo de Tejada suc- 
ceeding to the Presidency, according to 
| ll ge peppers: Diaz went back to La 

oria. 

. Lerdo’s four-year. term’'was: a stormy 
one. By the time set for the next elec- 
tion in 1876 there was genera! discontent, 
and finally Diaz went to Texas and re- 
turned to the radical northern States to 
head the revolt. His resources were in- 
efficient, and when the Lerdistas won 
victory after victory Diaz decided to 
make his way to his own south and try 
again from that quarter. 

. His experiences on the steamer from 
Tampico to Vera Cruz were among the 
most exciting of his whole career, includ- 
ing a recognition despite his disgiuse by 
former prisoners, arrest, an attempt to 
gecape a& four-mile swim through a 
shark-infested bay, recapture, and final- 
ly several days of hiding in a window 
seat in the purser’s cabin, on which the 
men who were »ut for his life used to sit 
while playing cards. But he got through 
in safety, raised an army in the south, 
and presently, at the great battle of+Te- 
coac, routed the Lerdistas and became 
President of Mexico in November, 1876.

In the few weeks more than four years 
which have elapsed since Diaz's resig- 
nation there have been nine Presidents 
and Provisional . Presidents—or ten, if 
Francisco Villa recéives a Ripon in the 
list. But from 1876 to 1911 Mexico was 
Diaz. During ‘that time the growth of 
the ccuntry economically, the éxtension 
of railroads and tctegraphs the develop- 
ment of mines-and plantations, the sup- 

ression of brigandage and revolution, 
he establishment of sound finance—all 
this put Mexico in the class of the A B 
C powers, ¢ven of Japan, as one of the 
coming countries. Diaz was always re- 
elected, that no serious opposition dared 
to raise itself.

HUERTA CABLES SYMPATHY. 


Says Ashes of Diaz Should Be 
Brought to Mexico. 


BL PASO, July 2.—General Victoriano 
Huerta, who was seleeted_by Porfirio 
Diaz to command the guard that escort- 
ed him from his capital to Vera Cruz 
when he left Mexico, sent tonight a 
message of condolence to Mrs. Diaz. 

““My family, those sons of Mexico who 
are about me, and I lament the news 
published in the papers today,” Huerta 
cabled. “The death of President’ Diaz 
has removed one of the greatest men 
the republic has produced. 

Huerta appeared deeply affected by 
the news of Diaz’s death. He was the 
last man to order fired a national salute 
to Diaz, and the official playing of the 
national hymn.

WASHINGTON, July 2.—There are 
abundant indications that the United 
States Government will do everything it 
can to prevent ‘the return of General 
Victoriano Huerta to Mexico at a time 
when his presence might be a further 
menace to the efforts of the United 
States Government to aid the restora- 
tion of peace. If General Huerta should 
attempt to cross into Mexico while at 
liberty on bail in Texas, it was said 
today that the military forces of the

One way of disposing of General 
Huerta might be deportation of the for- 
mer dictator to Spain, or an attempt to 
do that under the American immigra- 
tion laws, and this question is being con- 
sidered by Secretary Wilson of the De- 
partment of Labor. 

Secretary Wilson had an important 
conference today with Assistant Attor- 
ney General Charles Warren, who repre- 
sents the Department of Justice in 
diplomatic matters, concerning the 
status of General Ijuerta. While it is 
understood that the Government is de- 
termined to press to trial the charges 
of revolutionary conspiracy against the 


Mexican ex-Fresident, it is believed that 
the possibility of deporting General 
Huerta in case the charges against him 
were insufficiently supported by evi- 
dence was considered. The subject of 
deporting aliens is within the jurisdic- 
tion of the Department of bor. 

Secretary of State Lansing said today 
that if any request for the extradition 
of General Huerta had been presented 
by the Villista authorities of Cnihuahua 
it had not been brought to his personal 
attention. Dispatches from El Paso this 
morning reported that Governor Fidal 
Avila of Chihuahua had presented such 
a request for Huerta’s extradition to 
Censul Marion Letcher, who was to for- 
ward it to Washington, and that a sim- 
ilar demand would be made on the State 
of Texas under an old treaty arrange- 
ment by which persons wanted on crim- 
inal charges in border States of Mexico 
or in Texag might be delivered by the 
border State for trial. 

While it was pointed out in official 
circles today that the United States Gov- 
ernment could withdraw its conspiracy 
charge against Huerta, if it chose, and 
surrender Huerta, if he were extradit- 
able, it is hardly likely that General 
Huerta will ever he extradited in con- 
nection with the death of ex-President 

adero. It is true that the Treaty of 
1899 between Mexico and the United 
States permits the chief military officer 
of a Mexican State to make a requisi-

of the United States or Mexico and 
would not be sppncadie to an offense 
alleged to have been committed in Mex:

Governor Will Commute Her Sen- 
tence—Martin Exonerated.

ALBANY, July 2.—Governor Whitman 
announced today his intention to com- 
mute the sentence of Mrs. Madaline 
Ferola from death to imprisonment for 
life. Mrs. Ferola was convicted of kill- 
ing an admirer of hers in the Bronx. A 
petition from a number of prominent 
women in New York asking clemency 
for the condemned woman was filed 
with the Governor yesterday. 

The Governor also announced today 
that he had dismissed the charge of 
malfeasance in office which was filed 
by Wiliiam J. O’Gorman against Fran- 





cis Martin, District. Attorney of the 
Bronx. ‘The charges grew out of the 
District Attorney’s prosecution of Mrs. 
Ferola and of William De Gorge, con- 


victed for white slavery. 

It was alleged that Mrs. Ferola was 
removed from the Tombs and forced to 
make a confession by one of Mr. Mar- 
tin’s assistants. In the case of De 
Gorge. ‘“‘ abusive treatment of witness- 
es "’ was charged.

pressed tipon the youthful mind. The 
old Fourth, we must remember, was 
unlike any other holiday in its observ- 
ances. The delebfation, rude as it 
often was, vividly represented the 
meaning of the day to the common 
mind, There is a chance that the new 
Fourth may become too much like our 
other holidays if a strong and persist- 
ent effort is not made; year by year, to 
keép alive the glorious memories of 
our nation’s birth. YY

But perhaps “ justifiea resistance ” 
does not mean just that. Perhaps 
it means that Russia, in coming to 
Serbia’s aid, assailed Austria in 
shameless disregard of Austria’s right 
to wreak on Serbia what ruin she 
pleasé®, and. that resistance to this 
was justified. That is, Austria found 
it advisable to invade Serbia with 


arms in hand; Russia interposed as | 


Serbia's defender, and this constitut- 
ed an act of aggression on Austria by 
Russia, which Austria was justified 
in resisting. 

The news that the Archduke’s mur- 
der has been “ avenged” is still more 
interesting. -It was on Serbia that 
Austria proposed to wreak this ven-~ 
geanes. Three times her armies have 
been hurled back from Serbia, and 
Serbian soil is now as free from the 
touch of the invading avenger as it 
was a year ago. A little country has 
confounded, dismayed, and defeated 
disgracefully a great empire. Since 
the last Austrian army was thrown 
back across the border. no new inva- 
sion has been attempted. This strange 
vengeance is so cémplete that now 
there are rumors that Austria is try- 
ing to negotiate a separate peace with 
Serbia. She could not do it if she 


wished, which is rather a pity from} % 


one standpoint; it would complete the 
topsy-turviness of Austria’s position 
by leaving her at peace with the un- 
punished enemy she began the war 
to punish, and at war with that 
enemy’s defenders. ; 
However, Austria’s position is suf- 
ficiently suggestive of Alice in Won- 
derland as it is. There is in it the 
logic of a dream. She made war. to 
avenge the Serajevo murder, and this 
war whs a justifiable resistance either 
to the country she was trying to 
punish or to that country’s would-be 
rescuerit is not clear Which. She 
has taken her vengeance by having 
her armies driven back in. utter rout 
time and again and by seeing her 


‘enemy, at the end of a year, crowing 
triumphant defiance to her across the 


boundary, and is satisfied with her 
achievements; remembers with erati- 
tude the labors of the Archduke in 
giving her the army which has ac- 
complished these disasters. Her at« 
titude is strongly reminiscent of 
John Phoenix’s victory over his asa- 
sailant. It will be remembered that 
John accomplished it by striking the 
enemy on the fist with his nose, 
throwirg himself on his back and 
dragging his adversary down on top 
of him, inserting his nose between the 
enemy’s teeth and twining his hair 
about the enemy’s fingers.

HOME RULE AND TAMMANY RULE. 

It is amusing to remark that “ Up- 
State” rejects for itself the sort of 
home rule which some New Yorkers 
are asking for the city. The Répub- 
licans do not want Tammany rule for 
the State, although some reformers 
from the city are so willing to accept 
it, or the risk of it, that they are beg- 
ging for it. “ Up-State” is not s6 
partisan that it would vote to dis- 
franchise the city if that were all 
the question. But theré is more to 
it than one man one vote, in city and 
country alike: On that issué we pre- 
fer to believe that the ayes would 
have it. But memory records that 
“up-State” is usally Republican, 
and regrets its Demooratio experi- 
ences. On the other hand, the city is 
usually Democratic and has extrivat- 
ed itself with much pain ‘and cost 
from the results on sundry oocasions. 

These experiences are not on the 
record, but they account for the re- 
sult. Tom Timms has a record of 
anti-Tamtnany achievement which 
preverits it from being wholly unsym- 
pathetic with the decision not to im- 
posé an average Tammany admin- 
istration updn-the State. Tam Trans’ 
memory compels it to admit that on 
the whole & Republican administra- 
tion by jaw in this State is safer than

Their various “ Kurs’ are 
founded upon their knowledge of how 
t6 relieve strain, and they are per- 
fectly aware of the fact-that no one 
can rest properly too near the: scene 
of the labors that have exhausted 
him. Therefore they apply the logic 
which they use in time of peace to the 
exigencies of war when they send 
their men to an improvised rest cure. 

‘The actual rest cures and the heal- 
ing baths also are béing pressed into 
service to relieve the condition of 
strain in which the officers and their 
families find themselves. Bad Nau- 
heim in particular is said to be full of 
such cure guests. In the meantime 
the Allies are taking a leaf from the 
German book and are making new 
efforts toward building up health and 
creating a-sane and sound race to fill 
the hideous gaps made by the war. 
Great Britain is using her own spas 
with €xcellent results fot wounded 
soldiers and those suffering. from 
rheumatism, shock, and the many other 
disorders due to life on the battlefield. 
The bath treatments are making their 
fficacy felt and a new system of case 
records has been established. There 
has hitherto been no worthy Institute 
of Hydrology in London, where te- 
search and systematic teaching could 
be carried on, and one is now pro- 
posed. 

It will bé a national mistake if we 
do not succeed in achieving “ pre- 
paredness ” of this kind if of no other. 
Disease is an enemy always on the 
firing line, and we are at liberty to 
make the greatest wat of the world 
against it. As thé various plans for 
national health resorts develop it will 
becomé. apparent to every one con- 
cerned that there can be no victory 
without the thorough knowledge and 
mastery of detail characterizing the 
European baths. Physicians of the 
highest standing ate needed for the 
generalship in order to establish public 
and professional confidence. It ought 
to be possible to procure therntfrom 
a profession famous for its sacrifices 
in the cause of humanity.

and Lieutenant Commanders who had 
applied to be retired under the terms of 
the Naval Personnel: act of -March. 3, 
1899. The main ground for this action 
was that the services of naval officers 
were urgently needed at this time. The 
President’s action ‘has a significant 
bearing on the question whether: soine 
officers of the army, who have tendered 
their resignations,*have a right to leave 
the military service in time of- peace. 
Some of these officers have had .offers 
from manufacturers of firearms aud 
supplies. 

It was stated ‘at the Navy Depart- 
ment today that t! ere were indications 
that officers on the retired list of the 
navy, and perhaps some of those who 
wished to retire, had offers to take em- 
ployment with firms engaged in the 
manufacture of . munitions. It: was 
learned that the. Navy Department 
would lay down. the rule* that no re- 
tired officer of the navy could accept 
such employment. ‘The position of the 
department is that as retirement. does 
not end the connection of an officer 
with the service,-his employment by a 
firm engaged in supplying war muni- 
tions to'a nation at war. with another 
nation. which is on friendly terms with 
the United States might be construed 
as an unneutr2l act. 

The Personnel act of 1899 provided 
that there should be forty vacancies in 
the commissioned personnel of the navy 
each year. That number was obtained 
by permitting officers to retire on their 
own applications. About twenty offi- 
cers have applied for retirement this 
year, and it is these that the President 
one declined to accept. 

A Navy Department statement issued 
today said that the officers who. would

Mr. Greene alleges that Commissioner 
Wiliams has attempted in various ways 
to discourage the Public Lighting Ser- 
vice Corporation and induce it-to. with- 
draw from competition with the Wels- 
bach Company. 

Mr. Greene said yesterday that ‘there 
had been enormous profit in- the city’s 
gas lamp contracts, and that his.com-

The State had a surfrise for Harty K. 
Thaw yesterday. at the jury trial of his 
ganity before Justice Hendrick when 
counsel called as witnessés two Canu- 
dian officials who had charge of Thaw 
while he was a prisoner at Sherbrooke 
and Coaticook after his escape from 
Matteawan on Aug. 17, 1913. They. tes- 
“tified that he had impressed: them as 
irrational. 

-One witness said he had considered 
the prisoner ‘‘ dangerously mad.’’ On 
@ross-examination, however, he ad- 


mitted that the circumstances under> 


which Thaw was taken out of the ¢oun- 
try, without being permitted to consult 
e6unsel or get his breakfast, might have 
had something to do with the outburst 
of temper he showed. 

Much of the day was taken up with 
the reading of more testimony. given at 
former proceedings, including that of 
Mrs, Susan Merrill. Just. before Mrs. 
Merrill’s evidence was read Justice Hen- 
drick announced that much of’ it might 
prove objectionable to the spectators 
and. asked all those in‘ the courtroom 
who were not ready to ‘listen to any- 
thing ’’ to leave. There were sixteen 
women in the room and twelve of them 
withdrew. :

IN ZOOLOGICAL PARK 


Good: Weather: Has Brought | 
Native Visitors to Add to 
Collection’s:Charm. 


FILLS WANT MADE BY WAR 


Importation from: Germany Cut Off, 
Foreign Cages Show Lack 
»_ of Species, 


Never before have there been at .his 
season of the vear so many young biids 
or so many -birds’in-the Zoological Park 
in the Bronx, according to Dr. Williaa 
T.. Hornaday, the. director. . This, he 
said yesterday, holds true not only with 
the hundreds of birds in the collection, 
but ‘also among the’ feathered vistors 
to’ the park. ‘Indeed, he said, there 1s 
at present an abundance of bird ‘ife 
throughout all of Southern New 4 ork. 
This condition of affairs is especially 
pléasing to C. William Beebe, Curator 
of Birds, for as Gérmany, the principal 
bird mart of the world, is practicaily 
closed to, commerce, there had been a 
diminutidn of birds in the collection. 

‘“‘I do not know the reason for this 
quickening of bird life,”. said Dr. Horn-* 
aday. ~*‘I suppose there are several 
contributing causes, and one of these is 
the rémarkably fine weather we have 
been Aaving for this. season of the year. 
The sun, has had no chance to burn up 
the foliage and the trees are full leaved 
and the grass and’ undergrowth is lux- 
urious.. This is .eonducive to an in- 
crease in bird life.. In the park, where 
protection is offered to the birds, it is 
natural it should ‘become the refuge of 
innumerable speciés. I think this year, 


‘however, there are more here than on 


previous years. 

‘““We have robins, of course, and .we 
have nearly every. other kind of bird 
that visits this part of the country nest~ 
ing in various parts of the park prop- 
erties. We watch them come and go 
each season, but’ this year they: are in 
greater abundance. One colony is es- 
pecially interesting, and that is the 

roup. of swallows that have taken up 
tndir’ heme in the elk house. For sev- 
eral seasons we have wanted to have 
established here a swallow colony,, but 
these birds have passed us by. This 
year they have stopped with us. They 
are a decided: attraction.’ 

The star of the bird collection just 
now is a baby emu, the first of its kind 
to be hatched in the park, and one of 
the first to be hatched by birds in cap- 
tivity in this country. The new emu 
is a lusty youngster, with length and 
wren th of legs and an appetite which 

eebe says assures it length of life. 
uitie Emil, as head. bird. keeper Sain 
Stacey ‘has named ‘it, is giving much at- 

‘ention ‘to the coming of a dull brown, 
black striped clothing of feathers. There 
were four eggs in the.mest when the 
season started, but. through. accidents 


4 only one survived to the hatching’ point. 


New arrivals also include two pen- 
guins. These youngsters are occupying 
quarters in the yak house. They are 
the pets of Keeper Stacey, who vows 
that they are about the cutest pair of 
birds he has ever cared for. 

At night, long after the more respect- 
able birds have tucked their heads un- 
der their wing, the noise in the owl 
house begins.. Much of this noise is 
contributed by a whole nest full of 
young owls. hese now fill their quar- 
ters to overflow, and they have just 
gained a size where they can put their 
eyes above the edge of their box and 
add their ‘“ hoooo-hoooo ” to the general 
chorus.. In the day time this is a very 
well behaved family. Another interesting 
family is that of the ae Safty ng gulls. The 
mother gull is now si on half a 
bey small eggs, and Stacey expects 

y day now there will be an increase 
ta. the amily of Mr. Laughing Gull. 

Other birds that are nesting at present 
are pheasants, the sora railbirds, the 
guinea fowls, saffron finches, peacocks, 
dnd mandarin ducks. There are many 
other birds getting ready for nesting, 
and just at Rrertat the bird ae wet 
is & very teresting plac A walk 
through it under the fuidance of,.the 
gonial Stacey is well worth any visitors 
time, For one‘thing, there-is ‘‘ battling 
row,” where ‘some of the most pugna- 
cious of the Curator’s charges are kept. 
The casual visitor would pass the row 
withoyt notice, except to comment upon 
the brilliant. colors of Borhe of the 
feathered prizefighters. The row con- 
sists of fourteen small individual cages 
placed. on each side of the passage from 
parrot hall to the glass court. Mr. 
‘Beebe is enthusiastic over the row, for 
by its use the Zoological Society has 
been enabled to exhibit many delicate 
as well as quarrelsome birds which 
otherwise it would not have kept. 

Another place of interest is the yak 
house and there besides the penguins and 
their young are the flock of six emts 
and the ostrichs. The latter were raised 
on an Arizona farm. 

One of the interesting arrivals ig a 
kagu. This bird is a native of New 
Caledonia, one of the small French 
islands lying east of Australia. It was 
part of the last shipment received in 
this country from Germany and was 
eae ah just before war began. The 

agu-is one of the sub+orders of the 

‘cranes, and is allied to the sun bitterns. 
trumpeters, and seremas. In a nearby 
cage is. shown ,a yellow- tufted honey 
eater, a handsome little’ bird, with a 
tuft of stiff yellow feathers extending 
behind each ear, Another bird attrac- 
tion 1s a bevy of red spur fowl, curious 
little: bantam-like partridges, the male 
of. which is armed with two or three 
spurs on each le 

The. flock of jack ass penguins has had 
considerable care’ from the bird men, 
and for a time it was thought the en- 
tire. collection would be wiped- out.
